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Large and Holy Families 
John Corbett, SJ: 


OTH in the Old and the New Testament children are regarded 
as the blessing of God upon marriage. We read in Psalm 127: 
“Blessed are all they that fear the Lord, 
that walk in His ways. 
For thou shalt eat the labor of thy hands; 
blessed art thou, and it shall be well with thee. 
Thy wife as a fruitful vine 
on the sides of the house. 
Thy children as olive plants, 
round about thy table. 

of the wicked sinner it is said: “In one generation may his name 
be blotted out." Ps. 108, 13. 

In the New Testament, St. Paul writes to St. Timothy that “the 
woman shall be saved through child-bearing, if she continue in faith, 
and love, and sanctification" (I Tim. 2, 15) ; and in the same Epistle 
he says of widows: “I will therefore that the younger, should 
marry, bear children, be mistresses of families, give no occasion to 
the adversary to speak evil." (5, 14) 

The Catholic Church renews and promulgates her fidelity to this 
teaching, when in the beautiful Nuptial Mass she prays over the 
bride: "May she be fruitful in children . . . and may they 
both see the children of their children to the third and fourth gen- 
eration.” Such has always been her attitude towards large families. 
It is not surprising, then, that, when pagan principles have’ come 
to prevail once more in many countries of the world, our Holy 
Father, Pope Benedict XV, should invite the Associates of the Apos- 
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tleship of Prayer to pray for large families, that is, to pray that 
married people may live in strict obedience to the law of God and 
by their fidelity to that law merit the blessing of fruitfulness. 

The decline in the birth-rate of many countries has been for years 
a source of serious consideration for governments. It is a disease 
characteristic of the present age, and has spread to such an 
alarming extent in France that even twenty-five years ago the cry 
was sounded that, if some immediate change did not take place, the 
French nation would in a comparatively short space of time become 
extinct. Yet year after year the same lament has had to be made 
that there.were more coffins than cradles. War conditions have 
tended to make the situation more acute. In the first six months 
of 1915, as compared with the first six months of 1914 the number 
of births fell from 307,860 to 251,599, a decline of 56,621. In the 
same period without counting those who fell in battle or who died 
as prisoners or in the hospitals and ambulances of the Army zone, 
the number of deaths mounted from 335,071 to 368,712, a rise of 
33,641. In 1914 the excess of deaths over births was 27,211; in 
1915 it was 117,113. ‘A marked feature of the French statistics is 
that the highest birth-rate is always shown in the Departments 
which are most Catholic or less hostile to the Church. “The most 
prolific parts of France are those in which the people have retained 
their allegiance to the traditional Church." Such was the testi- 
mony of M. Leroy Beaulieu. While there are social and economic 
causes for the decline in the birth-rate, the primary cause is in- 
difference to or abandonment of religion. ; 

But it is not merely France that is afflicted with this awful 
scourge. In 1914 a Government Commission was appointed in 
Germany to inquire into the causes of the declining birth-rate and 
to recommend remedies. England last year had a National Birth- 
Rate Commission which reported that within the last thirty-five 
*years the birth-rate had declined by a third. Unhappily such com- 
missions pay little attention, as a rule, to the root cause, the for- 
getfulness of God’s law. Not all, however, are blind to the real 
situation. In the early part of 1916 a gift was made to the French 
Academy, the interest on which is to be distributed each year 
amongst large families which are at once peasant and Catholic. 
The donor thus set forth the reason of his gift: “Convinced that 
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to restore the fecundity of our race is the most essential interest 
of France; that the most efficacious counsellor of duty is religious 
morality; and that every Frenchman ought to do his utmost to 
help on the restoration of the national life—I desire to assist some 
of the fathers and mothers who, by daily sacrifice voluntarily 
undergone, still maintain homes in which the children are many. 
The annual revenue of the foundation, which will be about 25,000 
francs, is each year to be distributed to families of French Cath- 
olic peasants, and divided between two such families, which are 
the poorest, the largest, the most Christian in belief, the purest 
in morals." Such a gift teaches a much-needed lesson to men 
who deplore the lessening birth-rate, yet make no effort to in- 
culcate the only effectua remedy. 

For over half a century conditions similar to those of France 
have prevailed among certain classes in the United States, especially 
in New England. The director-general of the census of 1870 called 

. attention in a special article to the doom of extinction which 
threatened the descendants of the Puritans. Happily our Catholic 
families in the United States have remained faithful to the teach- 
ings of their religion. As Catholic Ireland has the highest birth- 
rate in the British Isles, so in our country the growth of the Cath- 
olic population is, to quote an English observer, making the United 
States "a great stronghold of the Catholic Church." 

Living, however, in the midst of thousands who are suffering 
from moral decay, Catholics run the risk of infection and some 
may be led astray by the bad example and the immoral principles 
that are openly defended. It is, therefore, of the greatest im- 
portance that we should have not merely large families, but holy 
families in which every member is striving to lend a saintly life. 
The model of the Catholic home is the house at Nazareth, where 
the Holy Family dwelt. Catholic parents are expected to emulate 
the virtues that shone in the lives of Joseph and Mary. The Cath- 
olic husband and father must realize his sacred responsibility pas 
the head of the family and rule it with such love as Christ has for 
the Church, His spouse. On the Catholic wife and mother depends 
almost entirely the religious training of the little ones who from 

their earliest years must be taught to love and serve God. Both 

parents will reflect on the blessings that are sure to come with 
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many children. What can be more charming than the exercise of 
family affection, as witnessed in our Catholic homes, the love of 
parents for their children, of children for their párents and of 
children for one another? Even merely natural affection is beau- 
tiful. How much more, when it is made supernatural by faith and 
hope and charity and parents look on every child entrusted to them 
by Almighty God as a precious soul destined to be a saint in Heaven. 

Again, a large family is a means of developing many virtues in 
the hearts of both parents and children. The father who wishes 
to bring his children up well needs courage and self-denial and 
self-restraint. He needs the help of the Sacraments. The mother 
needs heroic courage to face the illness and anxieties incident to a 
large family, but who can measure the joy of motherhood and 
describe in fitting words the gentleness and tact and enduring 
patience by which the mother holds the family together and 
smoothes away the difficulties that may arise? Children in a large 
family develop a beautiful spirit of generosity and unselfishness. 
Their parents can justly look forward to an honored old age when 
their children will strive to repay them with generous love for all 
the sacrifices and sufferings they may have had to endure. 

We are sure that our Associates will pray earnestly that such 
homes, blessed by many and holy children, may be multiplied 
throughout the world. In the face of the violent assaults of 
Satan and his allies upon the sanctity of married life, Catholics 
must keep clearly before their minds that the law of nature, the 
law of God and the law of the Church condemn any wilful inter- 
ference with the course of nature. They must protest vigorously 
against immoral opinions when proposed in conversation and use 
every influence to safeguard the purity of public life. Parents 
must take a holy pride in bringing up a large family of devoted 
Catholic children. In the midst of a generation that'is given up to 
luxury and an abnormal craving for amusements they must sanc- 
tify the home, and by making their homes attractive to their chil- 
dren save them from the dangers that beset them in all large cities. 

From such families will come the priests and religious of the next 
generation and the sterling men and women’ who will be the best 
support of Church and country in the hour of danger. The chil- 
dren of loyal Catholics have in many cities of our country replaced 
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those who set themselves to defy God's holy law. Catholics must 
imitate the virtues of their ancestors 4nd beware lest any world- 
liness or greed lead them into the way of iniquity. Otherwise God 
will blot them out, as He has allowed others to vanish from the 
land. 

Love for the Church and love for our country unite to urge us 
to earnest prayer for the intention recommended this month by 


the Supreme Pontiff.

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Under the Sanctuary Lamp 


The Hills that Jesus Loved. CXIV. The Mountains of Myrrh 
John H. O'Rourke, S J. 


TO VERY. least detail of the law having been carried out by our 

Blessed Saviour at the Last Supper, He washed the feet of His 
Disciples, lingering perhaps lovingly over those of Judas, and mindful 
of the promise made by the Lakeshore, He instituted the Sacrament 
of love. When every sacred rite was over, “a hymn being said they 
went, forth unto the mount of Olives.’ When the tones of that 
sacred act of thanksgiving had died out upon their lips they walked 
out into the moonlit road, and our Saviour began His journey of 
sorrow which before set of sun on the next day would end with the 
sledding of His Blood on Mount Calvary. ‘Some commentators 
think the prophetic warnings of our Lord that night were uttered 
on this journey from the Cenacle to Gethsemani, but St. Luke seems 
to place these events before the departure from the supper chamber, 
and in this view we shall follow him. 

The evening is cold and chilly, as it usually is in March in Jeru- 
salem even after a comparatively warm and dry day. The Paschal 
moon in all its fulness i5 lighting the narrow streets through which 
they are silently passing on towards the city wall. As the Temple 
gates will be opened at midnight, the people are already astir pre- 
paring for the festival. Our Lord and His Apostles, moving 
rapidly through the streets, can perhaps see the lights flickering in 
the porches and colonnades of the Temple, and can perhaps hear the 
tramp of moving feet, which doubtless the Apostles attribute to the 
gathering of the early worshippers, but our Blessed Saviour knows 
that it is His enemies, maybe under the leadership of Judas, getting 
ready with the soldiers to go to the garden and apprehend Him. 

Their way lay probably through Ophel, which lies south of the 
Temple, and out through the gate in the southeastern angle of the 
wall into the valley of Josaphat. This is-the last time our Blessed 
Saviour will pass through the Sacred City, the city He loved sog 
well and over which a few days before He wept, a free Man. When 
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He enters it again, His hour will have come and He will be a 
prisoner in the hands of His bitter enemies. He is going willingly 
to meet those who are thirsting for His death, over the same road 
by which David hurried away from his ungrateful son, Absalom, 
anxious for his father's throne and his father's life; where our Lord 
and His Apostles are passing David sent Sadoc back with the Ark 
saying: “Carry back the Ark of God into the city; if I find grace in 
the sight of the Lord, He will bring me again, and He will show me 
it and His Tabernacle.” Only an hour ago our Blessed Saviour had 
given His Body and His Blood to His Apostles, and they, together 
with their successors, were for all time to keep that Blessed’ Food 
in the tabernacle fov the strengthening of the children of men. This 
gift was His last gift of love, His final testimony of affection before 
going forth to die at the ninth hour on the morrow. ' 

Shortly after nine o'clock our Lord and His Apostles are probably 
walking silently in the shadow of the great city wall towards the 
garden. It is not easy to imagine what must have been the feelings 
of His loved ones, accompanying their Master at that hour of the 
night. The stillness which hung over the valley even at the short 
distance from the city, the dark shadows of the high wall flung out 
over the ravine and the dried brook, the stunted vegetation, the 
light making its way through the branches and moving leaves of 
the olive trees, the calmness and almost unnatural silence which 
reigned.about them, broken only. by the stumbling of their own 
footsteps, all these circumstances must have deeply affected the 
spirits of the simple Galileans. There had that night been a solem- 
nity about the Master such as they had never witnessed before. His 
words and His mysteries had touched the deepest depths of their 
affection, and so they followed Him anxiously and with a feeling 
of awe as He walked with bowed head and broken heart to the first 
sad scene of the morrow's tragedy. About one hundred and fifty 


feet from the garden our Lord turned and addressed His Apostles 


as the Scripture tells us. ` He said to them: “Sit you here till 
I:go yonder and pray." These words were spoken to eight of 
the eleven who were with Him; for from what follows it is clear 
that Peter, James and John accompanied the Master into the garden, 


- for we read in St. Mark: “And He taketh Peter, James and John 


with Him." 
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"Pray, lest you enter into temptation," He gently and lovingly 
warned them all, as with His chosen three He separated from the 
rest. Sadly did they need to pray at that hour for the shadows of 
a great storm were fast thickening about them. They were that 
night to be tested to the breaking point. His words of warning 
spoken so shortly before must have been still ringing in their ears. 
"You will all be scandalized in My regard this night; for it is 
written:,'I will strike the Shepherd and the.sheep shall be dis- 
persed. " They were astonished indeed at the suggestion of any 
unfaithfulness on their part, and rejected the thought of even the 
possibility of their deserting Him. Peter, who was to prove the 
weakest, was loudest and most emphatic in his protests of stability 
and loyalty. Our Lord, however, had listened in mournful silence 
to their protests and their vows. But now on parting from them for 
the struggle which was to begin, for the battle He was soon to fight, 
His love dictated a renewal of the warning. Possibly the sounds 
which reached Him from the city, and the moving lights in the 
Temple porches suggested the injunction, “Pray lest you enter into 
temptation." This same command was to be given later to the 
sleeping three when they were visited during the long hours of the 
agony under the olive trees in Gethsemani. The warning was to 
go unheeded, the suggestion of prayer necessary for their stead- 
fastness was to be neglected, and so when the hour of testing came 
they were found wanting. When the hour for loyalty arrived, they 
turned their backs upon Him and fled from Him in fear of His 
enemies. Those who a few hours before had protested that they 
would be true to Him, that no danger would shake their constancy, 
no trial weaken their allegiance, these few men abandoned and left 
Him in the hands of those who were seeking His life. They had 
neglected to pray, and their poor weak wills gave way shamefully in 
the hour of temptation. 

How different would be the story of our spiritual lives, if there 
were more prayer in them! The life of the soul without prayer is 
like the life of the body without food. The body without nourish- 
ment gradually grows weak, feeble and finally dies of starvation. 
So the soul without its spiritual nutriment grows inert, listless, 
frail, and if temptation comes spiritual death results. If our higher 
aims become blurred, if nobler motives no longer stir us to brave 
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deeds, if the spiritual vision of other days becomes clouded and our 
wills feeble, if the relish for divine things grows course and things 
of God cloy upon us, if meditation is distasteful and neglected and 
our attractions to things of earth, things that are low and gross, 
strengthen, and our whole spiritual fibre seems to relax and we are 
dull to lofty motives and to heavenly impulses, we shall find it is 
because prayer and union with God are slipping out of our lives. 

To use the figure of Holy Writ, the land of our spirit is becoming 
desolate because we do not think in our hearts, because we do not 
(rom time to time kneel before the Tabernacle strengthening our 
spiritual vision and energizing our enfeebled wills by dwelling in 
prayer on those spiritual principles and truths which are the food 
and nourishment of the soul, and are seen so clearly and realized, so 
vividly under the light of the sanctuary lamp. As well try to: see 
on a dark night without a light, as well try to run our trolleys 
Without the current speeding through the wires, as well try to 
breathe and keep the life in the body without oxygen as to lead a 
prayerless spiritual life. A prayerless spiritual life is a contra- 
diction in terms; as well speak of a foodless life of the body. 

Prayer is needed not only to live but also to cope with the ob- 
stacles which daily confront us and to withstand our enemies both 
within and without. Our inclinations gravitate to that which is 
low. Our vision is short-sighted, our wills are weak, the world 
and its attractions are dazzling and alluring. What hope then will 
there be in hours of temptation, unless we prepare ourselves for the 
struggle by strengthening ourselves by fervent, habitual prayer! We 
read much nowadays about preparedness because of possible dangers 
which many imagine are not far distant, but no preparation against 
foreign foe can be as necessary as the preparation of the soul against 
the temptations that necessarily confront it. Small wonder then, that 
our Blessed Saviour realizing so vividly the approach of His enemies, 
and knowing full well the timidity of His simple followers in the 
presence of priests and Pharisees, small wonder then, I say,. that 
He bade them pray. Had they followed the wishes of His loving 
and sorrowing Heart how different had. been the story of that sad 
night! How different, too, the story of the dead years of our lives 
had we heeded this same teaching’ of bur Lord, and had we in the 
past prepared by fervent prayer against the temptations that assailed 
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us! As it has been in the past, so shall it be in the future. If our 
days are empty, giddy, worldly, selfish and comfort-seeking, with 
more thought of frivolity than of faith, more affection for movies 
than for Mass, if we are more frequent at the theatre than at the 
altar, more careful for society than for sanctity, more anxious for 
unlawful graft than sanctifying grace, more eager for dishonest 
politics than for fervent prayer, then we can expect that in the hour 
of temptation and testing we shall show ourselves selfish cowards, 
and'shall turn our backs upon the: Master who died for us.

Two months ago by God's help I passed the foeman's camp 
and since have wandered seeking aid and finding none. Kinsmen 
and friends are now in battle with their risen serfs and I, drawn by 
my old love and trusting to thy goodness, have come to ask assist- 
ance at thy hands." 

"My son, God's house holds not soldiers of earth. Prayers shalt 
thou have, but what else is there for us to do, except to beg God to 
strike for thee and thine?” 

“E’en so, my Lord, but hear me out!” 

At daylight next morning a little cavalcade left the monastery 
gaté It was made up of some two score men, vassals of the Lord 
Abbot, three of the novice*brethren, friends of Reinherz in other 
days, and the young knight himself. This was his army of relief, 

. and amid the blessings of the monks, the march was taken up. 

In the chapel at Insulheim, an almost broken-hearted girl was 
praying God to send her back her brother: That day Baron Oscar 
had fallen sore wounded in the fight; but Brunhilda was no longer 
a child.

As dawn is breaking'in the sky, angels singing in his heart, Rein- 
herz leads back his father's men. Brunhilda waits upon the ram- 
parts and soon is locked in her brother's arms. They hasten to the 
hall where upon his couch lies the lord of Insulheim. The wounded 
baron presses Reinherz to his breast, | 

“My boy! my boy! indeed thou art thy father’s son!” 

And when the long embrace was ended and Reinherz’s story. told, 
the white-haired baron blessed his son and simply said: 

“Thy mother shalt have her wish.” 

It is Easter day and Reinherz and Brunhilda kneel before the 
altar. Alleluia! Alleluia! For Christ is risen! Rejoice! Be glad! 

Some time later, before Reinherz had entered his cloister-home, 
Oscar died; and at last, after his sister’s happy marriage, the young 
lord of Insulheim joined the monks who lived their gentle lives 
for God, deep in the heart of. the Rhineland forest. As for Insul- 
heim, in after years Hildagerdes, Brunhilda’s saintly child turned 
the grand old island Schloss into a house of God.

Diary of Father Villon

Chapter IV. Details of the Persecution of 1870 


HE efforts made by the Ministers of the different powers in 
favor of our Christians of the Valley of Urakami remain so“ 
far without result. The Shinto priests, who have powerfully aided 
the great work of the Restoration, have obtained the promise 
that their cult, the national worship of the Imperial Ancestors, shall 
be recognized in the Empire to the exclusion of every other. All 
this stirs up political feeling. The Ministers of the powers have let 
their own sentiments cool and consented to appease, at the expense 
of the Christians, the hostility felt towards foreigners, hoping thus 
to solidify the new Government: Nevertheless Mr. de Long (the 
American Minister) uttered a noble protest: 

"My Government is in sympathy with yours. But acts like this 
will provoke a cry of horror in a country where religious liberty is 
complete, where the Catholic religion is universally practised; you 
may see our sympathy changed into hostility.” 

Iwakura answered: 

“We are obliged to execute these measures against the people of 
‘Urakami; it would be dangerous for us to revoke these orders. The 
people see with horror the introduction of the Christian religion. 
Our government is absolute and rules only by religion, Without 
being inclined to offend you in anything, we have been obliged to 
repress the Christian religion in order to render government pos- 
sible." 

Sir Harry Parks, as dean of the diplomatic corps, repeated that 
the persecution offended the powers. Several days later there was 
a new conference. A memorandum of the Ministers of His Majesty 
the Emperor showed plainly that the liberal ideas of these eminent 
men were insufficient in spite of the good will which they manifested 
frankly enough. The document ended thus: “The Government 
intends to change the law touching religion, but it has been obliged 
to act as it has done; secret motives have provoked the latest 
measures.” (Jan. 28th, 1870.) # 
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A promise had been given to delay action on these measures but 
it came, alas, too late. Our poor people had already been delivered 
to the clans of the old régime. Assurance is given that they will be 
restored to their country quite soon, Alas, how much time was 
destined to pass before the promise was fulfilled! Policy was 
powerless, but when God is attacked He knows how to save His 
own, “in patientia," I do not fear to anticipate a little by recalling 
here in the midst of our tears, the recognition we owe to the frank 
and noble character of Iwakura. He was destined to be later the 
instrument of our salvation when he telegraphed from Berlin in 
1878 that it was absolutely necessary to put at liberty all the Chris- 
tians of Urakami yet held in captivity. He was an upright man, a 
great man worthy of the admiration of history. In the Spring of 
1878 Providence gave me a proof positive of it at Kobe. Mr. de 
Geoffroy, Ambassador of France to Japan, told me that one day 
when he was entertaining Iwakura and several guests in his am- 
bassadorial residence at the Capital, the latter came to speak about 
the deportation of 1870. 

"Yes," said he, "that was a question which our Government mis- 
understood and made a regrettable error indeed.” 

Mr. de Geoffroy gratified to observe a trait of that noble 
Japanese character which showed itself in the heroes of the seven- 
teenth century, rose and giving his hand to Iwakura said to him 
cordially : 

“Your Excellency, I know nothing more noble than the open 
avowal of an error; above all when it comes from the mouth of a 
man of your standing." 

“After that," said Mr. de Geoffroy, our dealings were marked by 
a cordial sympathy which drew us to one another." 

The politicians had discussed the persecution ; the bonzes had sup- 
ported it with their funds, Jn 1886 I had a copy of the circular 
sent by the head bonze of Honganji ordering collections in all the 
pagodas of his jurisdiction in order to pay the expenses of the de- 
portation which was to annihilate forever the Christian name in 
Nagasaki and all the South. The bonzes were well punished for it. 
After the second year of Meiji, through the influence of the Shinto 
priests, who had helped to reestablish the Government of the Em- 
peror, a decree was issued for the abolition of Buddhism although 
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they were able to cast doubts on its authenticity after it had been 
withdrawn. It required a desperate effort on the part of two bonzes, 
the most prominent of Nishi Honganji, the leading temple of 
Shinshu, the learned doctors Shimadzu Mokyrai and Izu Tetsunen 
who went in person, it was rumored, with daggers concealed in their 
breasts to the great counsellor of state, Kidosan, the author of the 
Restoration. They declared themselves ready to commit hara-kiri 
in his presence if their request were not heard. 

I return to my diary. The same day, January 24th, Pére Cousin 
wrote to us from Osaka where several exile ships had been sent to 
have their passengers dispersed in the provinces round about. It 
was evening when the boats bringing the passengers ashore went 
up the river Ajigawa to enter the canals surrounding the barracks 
of two or three princes, that of Tosa and that of Kaga. It was im- 
possible to get in touch with the unfortunate exiles. 

Jan. 30th. The fatal month is ending. We have some news from 
our people hidden in the Goto Archipelago; they are left in peace 
for the present. Inquiry has been made of their hosts concerning 
the occupation of these newcomers who declare themselves to be 
boatmen and fishermen. We can hardly accuse them of a lie. 

Feb. 10th. This is the first time we have been able to penetrate 
into the Valley of Urakami in broad daylight. We climbed up the | 
mountains which overlook the harbor and by the slopes of the ravine — | 
we entered the depth of the valley at the village of Ipponghi. 
Desolation everywhere ; houses empty, doors smashed in; everything 
carried off.. Here and there some broken pottery; nothing more. 

At Yamanaka the houses ranged in a semicircle on the height form 

an indescribable sight. Everything is open; empty; not even a mat, 
nothing but rubbish; everywhere death, absolute silence as in war- 
time after the passage of an enemy. Poor people, where are they 
now? We returned in silence with heavy hearts. 

Feb. 11th. Complete isolation; thanks to the charity of Father 
Isouf, our treasurer at Hong-kong, we are getting as a domestic a 
Chinese Christian, a quiet fellow named Achiur who was at my 
service during my three years’ stay in China. At least we will not 
have to make our own soup. Our success in that line had not been 
brilliant. 

Feb. 19th. The Christian named Yasabura comes to give us news, 
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The prisoners who were aboard the ship which was wrecked on the 
coast of Hirado have been taken off to the number of 500; among 
them was noticed the wife of Abashinzo the schoolmaster. They 
are all in a pagoda where they are under watch; all hope of rescuing 
them is out of the question. 

Feb. 21st, Three Christians arrive from Sotoma, a village of 
Sitsu; it seems that trouble is brewing down there too. There has 
been an inspection and quite a severe one, all the people being divided 
into "whites" and "blacks," those who are ready to apostatize and 

those who wish to remain Christians, An officer has been down 
there making violent threats to secure this. 

Feb. 22nd. We notice a French gunboat appearing in the harbor; 
"only to protect our buildings" as the lieutenant said frankly. Her 
name is La Flamme. Dupleix stayed three days in this port. The 
commandant went to the governor and had the noble courage to say 
to him: “Had I been here in the days of those sad events I would 
have opposed even by force the departure of those deportation 
ships." 

On my way to the American post, five minutes' Nu from our 
place, I met a young Samurai; I did not notice him, being preoccu- 
pied with my own sad thoughts. A rough poke from his elbow as 

"he passed me made me look up and at a glance I saw a sabre two- 
thirds drawn; one of those famous “tanto” or long swords that the 
youngsters of even ten years thrust into their belts.. Nervous as I 
was, I seized him suddenly and pressing my chest against his I pre- 
vented him from drawing out the sabre all the way. My right fist 
was doubled up ready to let him have a blow on the temple and send 
him backwards down the bank if he tried to draw the sword any 
further. I kept glaring fiercely into his eyes. I must say I was 
feeling far from brave, but at this critical moment with my life 
hanging by a hair on account of the swordsman's native skill with 
his weapon, I was by the mercy of God as cold as a stone. Oh, 
surely T should have been happy to be killed by him at that moment. 
My coolness in stopping him must have overawéd him, I think, for 
he was a youngster of but eighteen years. He sheathed his partly 
drawn sword saying “baka” (fool); he was welcome to insult me if 
he wished. I was glad to go about my business. A few steps 

further on, however, stumbling and trembling in my boots, I had to 
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sit down on the ground. The effort had been too much for my 
nerves. 

Feb. 24th. From the islands lying at the entrance of the port of Iwo- 
jima, comes our good friend Jouyemon with five men who had much 
trouble in getting through the circle of guards. We were obliged 
to take all the measures suggested by prudence. Even when we were 
walking around on our own veranda our guards appeared at their 
post fingering the hilt of their swords in a threatening manner. We 
hardly let Jouyemon enter, in order to make him realize his impru- 
dence in coming with such a crowd. Great firmness displayed at 
Daimioji; eighty families especially showed true heroism. The 
officials do not know what to do. Rumor that at Hizen the people 
who were landed there are to be branded on the forehead, I cannot 
believe so abominable a thing.

A VISION OF THE SEA 


wW" never referred to the Sunday instruction of the children as 

“Catechisms,” “Sunday School,” “Religious Instruction” or 
"Christian Doctrine.” It always went by the indefinite name, 
"Classes." Of the classes there were two, three or more, depending 
on the number of children. In Creelabeg we had “Classes” between 
first and second Mass, whereas down at Athery and up at Ardee 
they never took place till after last Mass. It was Father John him- 
self who made the change, and we prayed our dear Lady herself to 
bless him for it. You see last Mass usually began at noon, which, 
with the sermon and, maybe, Denediction lasted an hour and a 
half. “Classes” followed for another hour ; and by the time you were 
home and had dinner it was half-past three o'clock. So you missed 
half the hurdling or the football match or the regatta or the field 
sports or whatever other Sunday diversions might be on. 

"Classes" were taught by the schoolmaster, the schoólmistress, 
the assistants and the monitors. The boys were graded in semi- 
circles on St. Joseph's side of the chapel, the girls on the Blessed 
Virgin's side. We never sat: in fact our chapel had no pews except 
in the gallery. 

After “Classes” were well under way Father John came out from 
the sacristy and spent some minutes with each division, Sometimes 
he asked questions, sometimes he explained a doctrine or a practice 
of the Church; or maybe he told us a story about an Irish saint of 
whom we had never heard, but, who, no doubt, occupies some 
secluded nook in Heaven. 

"And now, James," he said to Jamie Hackett, only he never would 
say "Jamie," “what is forbidden by the Fifth Commandment ?" 

"Murther, quarrelling and revinge," answered Jamie. 


Father John had a heart of iron when it came to mispronouncing

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words; it was one of the seven deadly sins against language. He 
turned to Mr, Sullivan. 

"Why will these boys, all our people in fact, commit crimes 
against pronunciation, Why, for example, will they call ‘m-u-r-

Then Mr, Sullivan said 
ever so kindly: 

“Boys, aren’t you forgetting your manners? Have you nothing to 
say ?" 

Ah, indeed we had, but the words were choked down in our hearts 
somewhere and would not come! The best we could do was to 
murmur ; 

“Thank you, Father!” 

It made no difference. Our dear priest understood us; he knew 
what we would say, if the words only came. 

You should have been with us that morning when we took the ex- 
cursion boat at Creelabeg quay for the Shannon and the sea, The 
day—ah, one never forgets that! Just as if the kind God had set 
it apart over all the years especially for us! It was so calm, every 
green leaf on the maples back in the chapel yard lay motionless in 
the heat; the smoke from the mill chimney climbed straight up till 
it vanished near the blue heavens; the court-house clock rang nine, 
and every stroke came to you unmixed with any other sound. . The 
boat, given to Father John for the day by the Limerick Steamboat 
Company, proved to all the children a dream and a vision, There 
she lay, asleep, like a child, on the lap of the tide, her single smoke- 
stack breathing softly. Around her keel the incoming water bab- 
bled in the language of its mother, the sea. How white and prim 
and shining our boat looked under the golden sun which God loaned 
us especially for our journey! Coming down the quay we notice 
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Father John and Mr. Sullivan and, behind them, the schoolmistress 
and a monitor. These are to keep patient watch over us until we get 
back home again. 

Now we glide down the Deel flush with the tide. Trees, bending 
down over the banks on either side, rush by us as we speed along;

"Maybe she's taking the men and women of our race to the land 


‘of opportunity, America,” mused the schoolmaster as he watched the

Do not make the mistake, my dear Sullivan, of so many: the mistake 
of measuring sense against spirit; tbe material things of the world 
against what St. Paul calls ‘the glories that are to come.’

Only, too often we are reminded of all that we 
receive; too seldom we get a word of thanks for all we give, or a 
word of sympathy for all we lose, after we have given. Man, listen! 
This land is large enough for all—only a blundering government has 
trampled on its riches for three hundred years! Sullivan, I could 
spend the rest of my life collecting the broken pieces of Ireland's 
might-have-beens."

It is suggested that the indulgenced ejaculation, “Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament, have mercy on us," be repeated every time the clock 
strikes. Blessed Sacrament Beads can be said at any time or in any place.

The Novena X Towanps the end of the year 1633 Father Marcellus Mas- 
of Grace trilli, a Jesuit at Naples, was at the point of death as the 
result of an accident. He had always cherished a tender 
devotion to St. Francis Xavier, who appeared to him several times and asked 
him to consecrate his life to the missions in the Indies. The dying man made 
à vow to do so and on January 3, 1634, was completely cured. He went to 
Japan and suffered martyrdom in October 17, 1637. The miraculous cure of 
Father Mastrilli became widely known, as well as the promise made by St. 
Francis Xavier that he would help those who made a Novena from March 
4 to March 12. These are the Saint's words: 

“All those who implore my help daily for nine consecutive days, from the 
4th to the 12th of March included, and worthily receive the Sacraments of 
Penance and Holy Eucharist on one of the nine days, will experience my 
protection and may hope with entire assurance to obtain from God any 
grace they ask for the good of their souls and the glory of God.” The 
practice of making this Novena was at once taken up by the people and so 
well has the Saint kept his promise that it is called the Novena of Grace. 

Not until 1898 were there any Indulgences granted by the Holy See for 
making the Novena, though on January 12, 1886, a plenary Indulgence was 
granted to all those who on March 12, the anniversary of the canonization 
of St. Ignatius Loyola and St. Francis Xavier in 1622, after Confession and 
Communion would visit a Jesuit church and pray for the intentions of the 
Holy Father. 

On June 15, 1898, a plenary Indulgence was granted to those who would 
take part in the exercises of the Novena in a Jesuit church at any time dur- 
ing the year, provided they went to Confession and Communion, visited a 
Jesuit church and prayed for the intentions of the Pope. "That all might 
share in the Indulgences our Holy Father, Pope Pius X, in 1904, granted 
the following Indulgences to all who would for nine days recite the prayer 
which from the beginning was used for the Novena and is attributed to 
Father Mastrilli : 

(1) 300 days on each day of the Novena. If they have not the prayer, 
five Our Fathers five Hail Marys and five Glory be to the Father, etc., may 
be substituted. 

(2) Those who recite the prayer for nine days may gain a plenary In- 
dulgence for going to Confession and Communion and praying for the Holy 
Father's intentions on any day within a week after the end of the Novena. 

These Indulgences may be gained twice during the year whether the 
Novena is made publicly or privately. We are sure that the Associates of 
the Apostleship of Prayer will gladly join in this Novéna from March 4 to 
March 12 in honor of the great patron of our Apostleship. Leaflets contain- 
ing prayers for the Novena (including the prayer prescribed in the latest 
concession) may be obtained from the Apostleship of Prayer, 801 West 
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181st Street, New York. They are sold at the rate of ten cents per dozen. 
It will bé a work of zeal for readers to spread them among all their friends. 


Help from Tue following extract from a letter recently received will 
St. Joseph. surely be of interest and a source of edification to our 
readers: 

"I think you may like to hear about something which in the minds of 
many is more than a coincidence. At the outbreak of the infantile paralysis 
in New York and many places in New Jersey, our Pastor called together all 
the children in the parish of Englewood, N. J. He told them that if they 
wouldTreceive Holy Communion every morning and at the. same time pray 
to St. Joseph asking his intercession with our Lord to keep the disease 
away from Englewood, that they could rest assured that the epidemic would 
not come to Englewood. I have been told that the children were faithful. 
in receiving Holy Communion every day and their simple faith and prayers 
were surely heard by St. Joseph. At least the fact remains that there were 
cases of paralysis in all the surrounding towns, Leonia, Fort Lee, Bogota, 
Tenafly (the last only three miles away), where the health regulations were 
as strict as they have been here, but not one single case broke out in Engle- 
wood. In almost every other place I believe the children were stopped from 
attending Mass but this rule did not apply, for some reason, to Englewood. 
Of course the Board of Health and the policemen have gotten the credit 
with the general public of keeping the disease away and not St. Joseph; but 
there is one thing certain, that is the fact that all the Catholic children and 
their parents have gained a firm and lasting confidence in prayer."

If, however, they are 
reluctant to do this it may relieve them to know that some Catholic writers 
think the series is not broken by the omission of Communion on Good Fri- 
day, because it is impossible to go. This, however, is a personal opinion of 
these writers. No one is authorized to give an official interpretation of 
words spoken by our Lord in a private revelation, May we not express the 
hope that those who receive Holy Communion on the First Fridays will not 
be content with nine months, but will go on every First Friday for the rest 
of their lives, whenever it is at all possible? The object of these Communions 
is to make reparation to the Sacred Heart for all the neglect and indifference 
of mankind.

That is left to the choice 
of cach individual, except in the casc 
of special novenas, in which certain 
conditions are prescribed for gain- 
ing the Indulgences. People should 
understand that the favor desired 
may be granted by God even though 
a person may fail to gain the In- 
dulgences. . 


Is any response necessary when 
the priest says “God bless you!” at 
the end of Confession? 

No. It is a signal that he has 
finished giving the absolution. 
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Please explain the "Novena of 
Grace.”

Where can I learn the regulations 
for Lent? 

From your pastor or from the dio- 
cesan paper. Lenten regulations may 
vary in different dioceses. Catholic 
families should subscribe for the 
local Catholic weekly. 


If a man dies immediately after 
gaining a Plenary Indulgence will 
he go straight to Heaven? 

Yes. 


Is it necessary in order to satisfy 
the obligation of hearing Mass on 
Sundays that it should be heard in 
the parish church? 

No. The obligation may be ful- 
filled in any chapel, which is not 
strictly speaking a private oratory, 
where the privilege of saying Mass 
is granted in favor of some person 
or family. In the latter case, those 
who are not members of the family 
must hear Mass elsewhere to fulfil 
the obligation. A Decree on this 
subject was issued in 1899. 


How many candles are required 
on the altar for Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament? 

At least ten wax candles should 
be lighted. 


May a Sodalist say the Office of 
our Lady as a private devotion? 
Certainly. 


When examining my -conscience 
before weekly Confession I often 
find only a few faults. This worries 
me. What should I do? 

Thank God for preserving you 
from sin. In Confession mention 
the few faults and add “I accuse 


myself of all my sins, especially 
those against charity (or some other 
virtuc.)" Long examination in your 
case is useless and may be harmful 
to your soul. 


Do priests know whether the souls 
for whom they offer Mass are saved 
or not? 

Of course not. God does not re- 
veal the state of souls that have 
passed away. In any individual case 
we may hope that the soul was saved 
and pray for the person.

These are personal 
opinions, as no one is authorized to 
interpret officially words spoken by 
our Lord in a private revelation. 
Communion on Holy Thursday or 
on Easter Sunday will not suffice. 
Our: Lord mentioned only “First 
Friday." 


Would Catholic children of a 
Protestant mother be allowed to 
accompany her to a Protestant 
church, because she must have a, 
companion when she goes in the 
evening? 

Children would ordinarily be ex- 
posed to great danger in such cir- 
cumstances and would not be allowed 
to attend.

the fever was not gone, it was 
never again over 102 degrees. In one 
week her temperature was normal.

I ‘took her to 
Santa Rosa one day to the church 
there, and one of the Sisters gave 
her a miraculous medal. In one 
week she had started to take her 
first steps, just like a young baby.
